TERE URGES NEED 


OF NEW DRY DOCKS 


U. S. Now Has a Four and 
These Are Being Outgrown, 
He Says. 


Rear Admiral H. R. Stanford, a St. 


Louisan, who is chief of the Bureau 
of Docks and Yards, U. 8. N., and who 


is visiting his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Homer Stanford of Alton, told a Post- 
Tispatch reporter today that 
preaching the great meed of prepared- 
ress in the United States in the mat- 
ter of new dry docks. The Admiral said 
that at the present time America has 
but four good docks, one at Brogklyn, 
one at Newport News, one in Alaska 
and one at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. © 

Even these four docks were biag oat. 
grown rapidly, he said, and the navy 
would face a critical condition if callel 
upon for active service under present 
copditions. A battleship, he said, was 
just like a race horse, It must be care- 
fully groomed and shod to win. 

Before the war, the Admiral said, the 
great natſons in Europe each had many 
more good dry docks than America, but 
they were facing the same conditions. 
The rapidly increasing size of new bat- 
tleships was fast making the old docks 
useless. As a result of the war the 
European nations had been obliged to 
rush work upon new and enormous 
docks.

NEW YORK; Nov. B. — The American 
prints the following dispatch from 
Rome: . 

Former Premier Venizelos of Greece 
has sent to the Corriere Della Sera of 
Milan the following remarkable state- 
ment. : 

By Eleutherios Venizelos. . 

The people of Greece are unable at 
present to make any demonstration or 
to maintain publicly their poinions and 
principles. All meetings have been pro- 
hibited. 

Nevertheless, the Hellenic soul is 
working in all lands in favor of Servia 
and with a vision of glorius Greece be- 
fore it. 

I remain unshaken in the conviction 
that final victory will be with the en- 
tente, because I think that if the Cen- 
tral Powers could not win at the be- 
ginning, when they were well prepared 
and their forces intact, while the allies 
were enly incompletely prepared, then 
they can no longer d 80. 

Greece Must Join Allies.” 

I am also convinced, despite every- 
thing, that the prosperity and safery 
of Greece lie in a union with the allies, 
who will not merely be victurious, but 
will have command of the sea, on which 
depends the future of Greece. 

By continuing neutral Greece will not 
avert, but will only postpone a war 
against Bulgaria, and she will exrose 
herself to the danger of having to fight 
alone a more powerful enemy. 

The intervention which I proposed in 
January and before my resignation 
would have secured for Greece, with 
smaller effort on her part, the greatest 
of advantages. 

I am now able to state that in my 
third memorandum to the King, which 
has not been published, [ consider the 
military participation of Greece at the 
Dardanelles. I said that Greéce would 
have obtained enormous compensations 
merely if she had contributed to the 
military force of the allies. These com- 
pensations consisted of territorial con- 
cessions in Asia Minor. 

I pledged myself to action by land 
with one division only, and I believe 
that even co-operation with the fleet 
alone would. have been accepted. 


Landing at Saloniki. , 
As to the landing of the Anglo-French 


troops at Saloniki, I am able to state 
that in the middle of September I was 
aware of the imminent mobilization of 
Bulgaria and, wishing for the safety 
and honor of Greece to go to the aid of 
Servia, I immediately secured the mo- 
bilization of the Greek army and ob- 
tained the promise of British and French 
assistance. 

But when I communicated the Franco- 
British promise to the King, he replied 
that he did not desire to see foreign 
troops treading the national soil. 

I communicated this reply to the al- 
lies, and on Oct. 2 the French and 
British Governments sent me a note 
stating that the allied troops had al- 
ready commenced to land at Saloniki. 
On Oct. 5 the King censured me and I 
resigned. 

I do not know what the present Gov- 
ernment will do in regard to the allied 
troops who have landed at Saloniki, but 
I affirm that the duty of Greece is to 
fight by the side of Servia for her honor 
and her future.

Europe Not Ready for 


Overtures Is View in 


Washington — Auto Manufacturer to 
Confer With Cardinal Gibbons. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. — Henry 
Ford’s plan to send peace delegates 2 
Europe caused much comment, but offi- 
cers of the Government, who are well | 
informed on the present belligerent 
viewpoint, feel that the venture will 
fail. 

Every message received at the White 
House and State Department from 
agents in the belligerent countries indi- 
cates that the time for peace is not at 


hand. 

The reports have satisfied President 
Wilson and Secretary Lansing that any 
offer made by the Unitéd States at this 
time would merely tend to decrease the 
prestige of this country as the possible 
final peace maker. 

“We are going over there to see if 
we can do any good,” said Ford yes- 
terday. “We are going to see if we 
can’t get the men out of the trenches 
on Christmas day. We hope we will 
have the support of every mother in 


the world in one great effort to stop 
this war, crush militarism and wipe 
away talk of preparedness forever.” 

The Oscar II chartered by Ford is a 
10,000-ton vessel, large enough to carry 
200 passengers. But Ford said it was 
possible only a few peace delegates will 
make the trip. an 

„That is one of the details to be 
worked out,” he said. “We do not in- 
tend to carry only pacifists. We shall 
ask serious-minded men of all beliefs 
to make the trip. 

The voyage of the peace ship will 
have the backing of the International 
Women’s Peace organization, but will be 
financed entirely by Ford. Secretary 
Louis P. Lochner of thé ‘National Peace 
Federation said assurances had come 
from Europe that peace advocates in 
other neutral countries would willingly 
join in the proposed conference. The 
names of the persons with whom Ford 
had been in communication in Europe 
were confidential, he said. 

The conference probably will be held 
in Holland or in one of the Scandina- 
vian countries. 

“In some ways this meeting will be 
similar to the Women’s Peace Congress 
at The Hague, said Ford. The voy- 
age of the peace ship.

100,000,000 MEAT 
ANIMALS AILLED 
ANNUALLY IN U. 6. 


More Swine Slaughtered Last 
Year Than Ever Before, Ac- 
cording to Government 
Report. 


Special] to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—About 100,- 
000,000 meat animals, including cattle, 
calves, sheep, goats and swine, are being 
slaughtered each year in the United 
States. Of these, from 58 to 60 per 
cent are killed in establishments where 
Federal inspection is maintained, and of 
the number thus Inspected close to ? 
per cent are condemned as unfit for 
human food. 

This, in brief, is the report of the 
bureau in charge of the service for the 
fiecal year ended June 30, 1916. Of the 
enimals subjected to inspection 299,88 
were condemned in their entirety and 
641,688 in part. 

More swine were slaughtered during 
the fiscal year in establishments under 
Federal inspection than ever before. A 
total of 36,247,958 were inspected at the 
time of slaughter and approximately 8. 
900,000 passed for food.

The Burear of Animal Indußtry, whicn 
is in charge of the meat inspection serv- 
ice, has discovered a new method of de- 
stroying trichinae in pork, which is an 
additional safeguard to human health. 
Refrigeration at a temperature of 5 de- 
grees F, or lower, for a period of 4% 
aays, will destroy these parasites whic:; 
cccasionally give rise in human beings 
to the serious disease known as trich- 
inosis. ren | 

Hitherto the only known safeguard 
against this disease has been thorougn 
cooking of all pork and pork products, 
and those persons who neglect this pre- 
caution have always been more or less 
exposed to the danger. Unless pork is 
known to have been subjected to refrig- 
eration as above indicated it should be 
thoroughly cooked.

WASHINGTON, Nov. B.- The De 
partment of Agriculture has made the 
final allotment of money for co-oper- 
ative agricultural extension objects un- 
der the Smith-Lever act for the fiscal 
year 1915-16. The total amount allotted 
to the various states is $4,782,270. 

New York gets $219,791—$17,412 for ad- 
ministration, $3968 for publications, $116,- 
464 for county agents, $5900 for home 
demonstration, $13,742 for movable 
schools, $3035 for boys’ clubs, $11,800 for 
dairying, $8430 for agronomy, $6250 for 
horticulture, $11,660 for fighting plant 
diseases and insects, $6990 for farm man- 
agements and $2200 for other purposes.

16 by the directors of extension work in 
connection with their Smith-Lever 
project agreements and include funds 
from all sources—Federal, state and 
local. 

Of the $4,782,000 set aside for this work, 
$1,080,000 is from Federal Smith-Lever 
funds, $925,000 from appropriations to the 
Department of Agriculture for farmers’ 
co-operative demonstration work, and 
$110,000 from other bureaus in the de- 
partment. These amounts make a total 
from Federal sources of $2,115,000. 

Of the funds contributed from sources 
within the states, $600,000 is from State 
Smith-Lever funds, made up mainly of 
direct appropriations of the State Legis- 
latures. In addition to funds used un- 
der the Smith-Lever act, $628,000 is ap- 
propriated by the State Legislatures for 
extension work, $225,000 by colleges from 
funds under their immediate control, 
$921,000 by county authorities and $292,000 
from miscellaneous sources. 


Conditions Vary. 


In making comparisons between dif- 
ferent states or parts of the country 
care should be taken that conditions 
as they relate to the organization of 
extension activities be considered. 
For example, work for girls in some 
states is carried on in connection 
with the home demonstration work; 
in others it is combined with the work 
with boys. Also the allotment to 
boys’ clubs is principally for leaders 
or district agents, while a great 
amount of the actual field work is 
performed by county agents. 

So far as possible work of the same 
character has been brought together 
under the different headings, but be- 
cause of the different arrangement of 
departments in the various agricul- 
tural colleges in regard to the subject 
matter dealt with, there is some over- 
lapping that could not be eliminated. 

County Agent Work, 

Over one-half of the total co-opera- 
tive agricultural extension funds is 
to be used to carry on county agent 
activities. The next item of import- 
ance, 80 far as the distribution of 
funds is concerned, is the home eco- 
nomics or home demonstration work 
for farm girls and women. To this 
has been assigned over $542,000. 

The totals for other important items 
are as follows: Administration, $391,000; 
boys’ club work, $237,000; movable 
schools, $218,000; printing and distribu- 
tion of publications, $108,000; extension 
work by specialists in the following lines 
—dairying, $148,000; farm management, 
$96,000; livestock, $82,000; agronomy, $70,- 
000; horticulture, $58,000; rural organiza- 
tion, $32,000; agricultural engineering, 
$30,000; plant diseases, $23,000, and poul-

MEETING IN SOUT

Secretary Daniels Orders Big 
Fleet to Assemble for Congress 
at Charleston, S. C. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., Nov. 27.—Secre- 
tary Daniels of the Navy has assigned 
a fleet of warships to remain here dur- 
ing the meeting of the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress, Dec. 13 to 17. The 
ships are: Battleships South Carolina, 
Utah, Michigan, Kansas and Florida or 
the First Division, and the Virginia, 
Georgia, New Jersey and Rhode Island 
of the Third Division. The destroyers 
of the reserve torpedo flotilla to take 
part in the demonstration will be the 
Reid, Lamson, Flusser, Preston, Walke, 
Monaghan, Perkins, Roe, Sterrett and 
Terry. The torpedo boats are the Dahl- 
gren, De Long, Shubrick, Thornton and 
‘Lingey. a 

As this meeting of the Commercial 
Congress will make a feature of the 
celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of 
peace in the United States, and as the 
nation is giving serious consideration to 
the question of preparedness, it was the 
expressed desire of President Wilson, in 
approving the request for the presence 
of warships, to have the people of the 
South become better acquainted with the 
navy, which is recognized as America’s 
first and most important line of defense. 

Incidentally, it will be the most im- 
pressive mobilization of the country's 
navy ever ordered at a Squth Atlantic or 
gulf port, from Norfolk to Tampico, 
Mexico. 

Another feature.of the Commercial 
Congress. meeting ordered by the na- 
tional Government will be the illuminat- 
ing talks on the work being done 
through the Public Health Service in be- 
half of health and sanitation in the rural 
districts. Surgeon L. L. Lumsden has 
been detalled by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo, in whose department the 
Public Health Service is, to tell the 
congress of his work as expert in charge 
of the investigation of typhoid. Briga- 
dier-General William C. Gorgas, Sur- 
geon-Genera! of the United States Army 
and the man who made the Panama 
Canal zone a healthful place, will speak 
on what the army has done in pe pro- 
motion of sanitation.

KEISER WITHDRAWS PLAN 


Board of Public Service Will 
Hold Hearing on Subject 
Tomorrow. 


The Municipal Art Commission yes- 
terday refused to approve the design of 
Park Commisioner Cunliff for a new 
Forest Park entrance at Lindell boule- 
vard and King’s highway. The com- 
mission adopted a subcommittee report 
in favor of a more monumental form on 
u large and open scale. Recommenda- 
tion was made that the entrance prob- 
lem be solved by a competition among 
St. Louls experts. 

The City Plan Commission, in spite of 
Commissioner Cunliff’s declaration that 
it has no legal right to pass upon the 
plan, decided Tuesday by a vote of five 
to four that it will pass upon all plans 
for a park entrance and park traffic. 
The St. Louis Art League has sent a 
letter to President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Service protesting against the 
plan for a new park entrance. 

Public Hearing Tomorrow. 

At the public hearing tomgrrow 
before the Board of Public Service 
the Municipal Art Commission will 
suggest that consideration of en- 
trance plans be deferred until the 
views of experts are brought out by 
a competition. 

The committee report submitted 
yesterday and approved was signed 
by G. F. A. Brueggemann and W. T. 
Trueblood, architects, and Victor S. 
Holm, a sculptor. It suggested that 
the site was adapted to some great 
public development such as the 
Place de la Concorde in Paris, or as 
some of the more important civic 
developments in American cities, and 
while it should be an entrance and 
solve traffic difficulties it should 
not be merely a decoration or an 
ornamental gateway. 

Besides the members of the com- 
mittee the only other members of 
the commission present were Park 
Commissioner Cunliff and F. E. A. 
Curley, former curator of the Art 
Museum. 

Keiser Withdraws Plan. 

Robert H. Keiser is displeased with 
the action of the City Plan Commission 
in referring to a committee the design 
submitted by him, and asked permission 
to withdraw his plan. As President 
Jones of the commission is out of the 
city, Secretary Stevens doubted his au- 
thority to return the plan, but handed 
it over to Keiser on his promise to 
return it tomorrow, unless the commis- 
sion allows its formal withdrawai. 

A meeting was held in Keiser’s office 
yesterday to discuss the proposed 
change in the park entrance. N. A. Me- 
Millan, Edward Mallinckrodt, former 
Mayor Wells, Benjamin Gratz, Breckin- 
ridge Long, John D* Davis, Stanley Sto- 
ner, Daniel G. Taylor and Keiser at- 
tended the meeting. The result was 
that a letter was written to Cunliff, 
signed by Taylor as the spokesman for 
all, saying that it was the unanimous 
opinion that it would be ill-advised to 
make the changes proposed by Culiff 
and destroy the present entrance, in- 
cluding the grand drive. 

“Is there any reason for great haste 
in determining upon a plan to change 
the entrance, and would it not be possi- 
ble to permit the matter to remain be- 
fore the City Plan Commission until 
some of those who are keenly interested 
and willing to consider a means of ac- 
complishing the desired end of over- 
coming the congestion of traffic without 
destroying the present entrance have an 
opportunity to study the subjetc fur- 
ther?” the letter asked. “Frankly, all 
of the gentleemn mentioned, and all of 
those with whom the writer has dis- 
cussed the matter regard it“as one of 
serious importance and as affecting one 
of the chief attractions to St. Louis.” 

Mayor Kiel says he is taking no part 
in the design controversy and will not 
interfere in any way with the Board oi 
Publio Service, which has the power of 
decision.

“All Goes Well With Me,”

“WORLD GETTING BETTER” 


“Peace Will Soon Be Restored

NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—Andrew Car- 
negie is celebrating his eightieth birth- 
day anniversary today quietly at his 
home here. A few friends, mostly asso- 
clates of his earlier years, called to 
tender their annua! congratulations and 
tonight he will entertain others at the 
family dinner. 

Asked for a birthday message, he said: 
“All goes well with me. The world 
grows better and we are soon to see 
blessed peace restored and a world 
court established when, in the words of 
Burns, ‘Man to man the world o’er shall 
brothers be for a’ that.“ , 

Mr. Carnegie, through his secretary, 
said that the celebration would not be 
complete because, for the first time in 
years, he would be compelled to forego 
his annual meeting with newspaper men. 

Carnegie is perfectly willing to indulge 
in his yearly discussion of national and 
international matters, but his physician 
forbids it. The ban was put on the 
ironmaster’s interviews last spring after 
his attack of grip and the enforced rest 
he has been reveling in since has been 
so beneficial that Carnegie feels it wise 
to obey the doctor’s injunctions for a 
while longer. 

That he is generally active, however, 
is evidenced by the secretary’s state- 
ment that Mr. Carnegie only last Tues- 
day played nine holes of golf on the St. 
Andrew's course. 

Mr. Carnegie also sent word to the 
reporters that, as he has ennually stated, 
he still, at 80, hopes he may realize his 
ambition and become a newspaper man 
himself. Further, he steadily refuses 
to feel old and looks to 100 as a posst- 
bility. 


Carnegie Now “Man of Moderate For- 
tune,” Says Foundation Head. 
PITTSBURG, Nov. 2%.—Andrew Car- 
negie, at 80, has given away about $340, - 
000,000, and is now a man of moderate 
fortune” only, according to an an- 
nouncement made last night at the Car- 
negie day exercises at Carnegie Music 
Hall by Dr. Henry Smith Pritchett, 

president of the Carnegie Foundation. 
He said: “To my thinking, the first 
great service of Mr. Carnegie was the 
consecration of his great wealth to hu- 
manity. He has made vital, in our 
country at least, the conception that the 
Owner of great wealth is a trustee for 
the public, obligated to divert it for the 
public use. 

“His emphatic support of this concep- 
tion is in large measure responsible for 
the sentiment which exists in our coun- 
try today with regard to the responsibil- 
ity of the man of wealth.“

Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch, 
PARIS, Nov. 15.— Die Neu-ange- 
kommenen antreten!“ (“New arriv- 
als, fall in!“) The order, given by a 
tall German Sergeant-Major, rang 
out in the courtyard of an old bar- 
racks in the south of France. 
was a lively scramble as 200 or more 
Germans responded to the command 
and lined up. The other 600 or 60) 
men, dressed in field grey, stood by, 
idly, watching the proceedings with 
interest—men from various regi- 
ments; braided Uhlans and Hussars, 
Guardsmen and Red Cross orderlies. 
The new men are young and stock- 
ily built, ranging in age from 20 to 
26 years, many from the best regi- 
ments of the empire. Their uniforms 
are in good condition, though for the 
most part the tunic buttons are miss- 
ing, ana many wear wooden clogs. 
Otherwise it is difficult to realize 
that they are prisoners of war, They 
respond to the commands given with 
precision and alacrity. French guards 
are nowhere in sight. The command- 
ant of the camp, pointing to the men 
standing at attention, says simply, 
“These are our prisoners from 
Champagne.” And in other prison 
camps in the south of France are 
groups of the 20,000 men captured 
as a result of the recent great thrust 
forward, 
Attack Not a Surprise. 

A noncomissioned officer, an engi- 
neer in civil life, who was taken 
prisoner early in the battle, said: 

“The French artillery began its 
violent bombardment 70 hours before 
the main attack. I have been or the 
western front since the beginning of 
the war, and nothing like the vio- 
lence and accuracy of the French ar- 
tillery fire can be imagined. Tue 
greater part of our infantry was 
withdrawn, leaving only machine 
guns to defend our position. Late at 
night we learned that the attack was 
to take place early next morning. 

“We even learned the exact hour 
it wag to take place, and expected 
reinforcements. But the curtain fire 
of the French and the terrible ratales 
probably prevented us from gettihg 
help. Then our telephone communis 
cations were cut, and we were iso- 
lated. : 

“The French attack passed us by 
without stopping. Even After the 
first wave passed we stuck to our 
positions and did not surrender un- 
til 2 o’clock in the afternoon.” 

Another noncommissioned officer, 
who had been made prisoner two 
days later, was asked for hig im- 
pression of the fighting. 

“They were stronger 
were,” he said. 

“More men, 

He nodded. 
hold a position with our machine 
guns,” he continued. “The French 
had 10 to 1 more men, but they 
coulin’t break through, They merely 
captured our advanced positions,” he 
added aggressively. “Our machine 
guns hold the line.” 

Machine Guns Stopped French. 

Then you think your machine guns 
stopped the French in Champagne?“ 

Tes.“ 

Was there much hand- to-hand fight - 

ing?“ 
No. We mowed down as many as we 
could until we had exhausted our mu- 
nitions, but they kept coming, so we 
retired to,. our pits and the French 
passed over us. It was not a brutal bat- 
tle. The work of the French was more 
like a Kriegsspiel (sham battle), where 
everything seemed to be carried out as 
prearranged. Nothing went wrong with 
the French attack in our sector. That 
is the reason they carried our first po- 
tions.“ 

The German prisoners taken in Cham- 
pagne appeared to be a singularly fine 
lot of troops, They showed little or no 
sign of exhaustion. They seemed filled 
with a wholesome respect for French 
military achievement. They gave the 
impression of men who had surrendered 
after putting up a good fight, and the 
attitude of the French ‘toward them and 
the excellent treatment they receive as 
prisoners testify that France appreci- 
ates their valor in action. There were 
few sullen men among them, and many 
smiled and spoke very freely when 
questioned in regard to the recent fight- 
ing. None of the men who ‘talked 
seemed to be informed as to what was 
going. on on the other fronts, and they 
maintained a studied silence when ques- 
tioned about affairs at home. 

Polish Prisoners Delighted. 
Among the prisoners taken there were 
a great many Poles. For all the Polish 
contingents of Germany are now fight- 
The French 
authorities have interned them in sep- 


arate camps and accord them prefer- 
ential treatment. They are at once di- 
vested of their Prussian uniforms and 
dressed in blouses of gray wool, their 
caps are decorated with a band of red 
and white ribbon, the national colors of 
Poland, and nearly all the men wear a 
rosette of these colors on their tunics. 
Their delight at being taken prisoners is 
evident. For, in these camps, the Polish 
language is exclusively used and the 
men, or, rather, boys, for many are 
very young, are treated as considerately 
as possible. One man questioned spoke 
at great length of the joy of himself 
and his comrades at being able to speak 
in thelr mother tongue.

This is ex- 
clusive of the smal] flocks of chickens 
in towns and cities of the State, also 
exclusive of the chickens and eggs con- 
sumed by harvest hands and ministers. 
The poultry crop thus practically 
equals the oats crop of the State, the 

Secretary says. 

The number of chickens. on the farms 
of the State is estimated at 17,000,000. 
In 1895 the surplus of eggs and chick- 
ens marketed realized $3,315,067; in 1906, 
$8,541,158. Jewel County leads in the 
money-making from poultry, having 
held the record for o years with the 
single exception that in 18% Marshall 
County outstripped her by a narrow 
margin.

INATION'S CAPITAL 


BECOMES CAMP OF 
ARMED WATCHMEN 


Extra Precautions in Govern- 
ment Buildings, Particularly 
That of State, War and Navy. 


GUARDS WALK BEATS 


Visitors Scrutinized and in Case 
of Suspicion Are Searched, as 
Are Any Packages Carried. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2%.—Any fanat- 
ic who may have designs on the public 
buildings of the national capital will 
meet with a warm reception if he at- 
tempts to damage those structures. Or- 
ders have been issued by officials to 
tighten up the protection systems. 
Watchmen have been ordered to 
arm themselves and to redounble theft 

vigilance. 

Extra precautions were taken follow- 
ing the attempt by Holt, the German 
fanatic, to destroy the Senate end of 
the Capitol, and who the following 
morning shot J. Pierpont Morgan in his 
home on Long Island. The precaution- 
ary meaures then adopted still are in 
effect, but since then officials have vir- 
tually doubled them, 

The Capitol is now more strongly 
guarded than at any previous time since 
1812. Two years ago House economists 
made a fight to reduce the number of 
men on the Capitol police force. Since 
the Holt outrage the present force has 
been largely increased. 

Several of the entrances are kept 
Closed all the time. The other doors are 
guarded by one or more uniformed of- 
ficers. Instead of devoting their time 
principally to napping and reading light 
literature, the Capitol policemen now 
must keep constant vigil. 


Watchmen Increased and Armed. 

Recently the custodian of the State, 
War and Navy Building adopted a rule 
requiring all persons who have business 
in the building after the regular closing 
hour to go to the main entrance on the 
Pennsylvania avenue end and give an 
account of themselves. When the uni- 
formed guards of the building gather at 
the main entrance at the time the 
watches change they make a formidable 
showing. All of them are comparatively 
young men and appear to be capable of 
putting up a strong fight. 

Originally the watchmen in this build 
ing were supposed to be armed. Various 
offices in the War, State and Navy De- 
partments contain valuable papers and 
drawings. Nevertheless for years no at- 
tempt was made to enforce the rule re- 
quiring watchmen to arm, and it became 
a dead letter. Now the men must be 
armed and are required to walk beats, 
instead of remaining in one place. There 
always is one man on each floor, and 
usually several at the main entrance. In 
addition other men walk beats on the 
various floors of the building. 

Before the closing hour, a watchman 
is stationed in the large open court of 
the building, with instructions to watch 
the two entrances and to search every 
person whose appearance is in any way 
suspicious, and more especially if the 
person is carrying a package. 

Even persons passing through the 
court, en route elsewhere, who are carry- 
ing newspapers, are stopped and ques- 
tioned. The order came from Col. 
liam W. Harts, U. S. A., the engineer 
officer who serves as superintendent of 
public buildings and grounds. 

The only inference which can be 
drawn from the action of Col. Harts 
and other officials in ordering the spe- 
cial precautions, is that confidential in- 
formation has reached them as to pos- 
sible attempts to destroy Government 
property, although officials will not ad- 
mit that any such information has been 
received. 

Following the special precautions tak- 
en by the Washington Terminal Co. to 
guard the tunnels and other approaches 
to Unon Station, the orders to building 
watchmen are regarded as highly sig- 
nificant. Notwithstanding their extra 
precautions officials of the Terminal Co. 
continue to deny that they have any 
knowledge of specific threats having 
been made to damage transportation 
facilities between the north and south.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—Ed Cochems, 


former football coach at the St. Louis 
University, one of the field agents of 
the commission for relief in Belgium, 
and will be in St. Louis in a few days 
on business of the organization.

Oscar S. Straus made public today in 
behalf of the commission the first ap- 
peal in a campaign for clothing, which 
will cover the whole of the United 
States, The need of clothing in Belgium 
is so great—the present supplies on 
hand will be exhausted before Christ- 
mas—that it is of the utmost impor- 
tance, says Straus, for America to re- 
spond. 

In an effort to make the appeal na- 
tion-wide, the various state committees, 
which were created a year ago to ex- 
pedite the shipment of grain and other 
food to starving Belgium, have been 
revitalized and set to work on what 8 
considered an equally pressing problem, 
the supply of clothing for the winter. 

„The work of the Comission for Relief 
in Belgium,” said raus today, is the 
greatest work ever performed in the 
history of nations by an unofficial body. 
Everything it does is done with the con- 
sent of all the European belligerents. 
Our ships and our flags are protected 
on every ocean, and our barges, which 
run through the canals of Belgium and 
Northern France, have the open door. 

“Greatest Work in History.” 

“When this great American body was 
first organized, it was thought that the 
United States, the only great neutral 
nation, would carry the burden of Bel- 
gium. Although we Americans are 
making money, we did not respond, 
however. We have given only 7 cents 
per capita to Belgium; New Zealand, 
which has also to bear its share in the 
burden of the war, has given $1.25 per 
capita. 

‘Although these Belgians would be 
glad enough to get secondhand cloth- 
ing, the commission cannot accept such 
contributions, because the strict sani- 
tary laws of the Governments through 
which supplies must be imported makes 
it impossible to distribute such cloth- 
ing. We are, therefore, appealing for

new clothing, for money with which to 


buy it, or, best of all, for the mate- 
rial fröm which the people can make 
Hundreds of 
thousands of them are without work 
and need it badly. The commission has 
several workshops in the distracted dis- 
tricts, where the inhabitants are given 
just this kind of employment and are 
paid for it. We, therefore, appeal par- 
ticularly for piece goods, 

„In many cases, those who need he 
clothing are able and willing to pay 
for it, and to them the commission sells 
its supplies, making, as in the case of 
foodstuffs, a small profit which is 
turned into the benevolent fund and 
used to buy more supplies.’’ 

What Commission Needs. 

The needs, as estimated by the com- 
mission, are: 

For men—200,000 pairs of shoes, ranging 
from No. 7 to No. 11; 300,000 shirts, 200,000 
pairs of drawers, 200,000 undershirts, 200,- 
000 jerseys or sweaters, 400,000 pairs 
socks (wool), 350,000 pairs trousers, 300,000 
coats, 150,000 overcoats, 100,000 scarfs. 

For women—200,000 pairs of shoes, sizes 
ranging from No. 8 to No. 8; 400,000 
waists or blouses, 200,000 pairs undér- 
garments, 150,000 vests or underbodices, , 
400,000 pairs stockings ¢wool), 160,000 petti- 
coats or underskirts, 200,000 skirts, 240,000 
shawls or woolen coats or cloaks.

FORTY WITNESSES 
STILL TOBE HEARD 
IN SHIP LINE CASE

Capt. Boy-Ed’s Name Twice 
Mentioned in Testimony in 
New York Trial. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—More than 4 
witnesses still are to be heard at the 
trial of Karl Buenz, Adolph Hochmeis- 
ter, Joseph Poppinghaus and George 
Kotter, Hamburg-American Line (fi- 
cials accused of conspiring to deceive 
and defraud the United States Govern- 
ment by sending supply ships to Ger- 
man cruisers in the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific, at the beginning of the war. No 
session of court was held today, on ac- 
count of the holiday, but it was ex- 
pected that the hearing of testimony 
would be- resumed tomorrow. 

Witnesses yesterday twice mentioned 
Capt. K. Boy-Ed of the German em- 
bassy, at Washington, the first time in 
connection with a telegram sent Dec. 
16, 1914, by H. Suhren, captain of the 
Costa Rican steamer. Marina Quesada, 
to Hochmeister, advising him that the 
steamer was sailing that afternoon and 
that Suhren, needing money, had drawn 
on him, for $1000. Hachmeister was told 
to také the matter to Room 801 at 11 
Broadway, and Roger B. Wood, for the 
Government, brought out that this was 
the room which Capt. Boy-Ed occupied 
as his New York headquarters. 

Again Capt. Boy-Ed’s name was con- 
nected with the case by one of Capt. 
Suhren's telegrams. This message was 
addressed to “Philip Volz, care Nord- 
mann, room 801, No. 11 Broadway,” and 
related to the Quesada’s contemplated 
departure. 

North German Lloyd Mentioned. 

Attorney Wood, for the prosecution, 
informed the Court that Volz was the 
Baltimore agent of the North German 
Lloyd, which operated, till the war be- 
gan, a large number of transatlantic 
vessels under the German flag. It was 
possible, Wood added, that the North- 
German Lloyd was among the other 
conspirators, unknown to the grand 
jury“ mentioned in the indictment. 

Having established that the defendants 
had succeeded in lodging coal and sup- 
plies aboard at least two of a fleet of 
five German ships and convoys in the 
Atlantic in September, 1914; by means 
of the Berwind, an American ship flying 
the Stars and Stripes, the Government 
proceeded to deal with the Marina Que- 
sada, which sailed from Newport News, 
Dec. 16, 1914, for Valparaiso, Chile, and 
the Thor, which sailed for Buenos Aires. 
Aug. 3. The Government charges that 
they were two of the 16 boats chartered 
by the defendants in their alleged un- 
lawful practice. 

The defendants admit that they char- 
tered 12 steamers for the ‘purposes 
charged by the Government, but deny 
in their concessions that by 80 doing 
they were guilty of conspiracy. They 
do not admit that they had anything to 
do with the Quesada. The Government 
sought to prove its contention by the 
testimony of Norman Hamilton, Collec- 
tor of the Port of Newport News; Bruce 
McIntyre, an employe of the Berwind- 
White Coal Co. at Newport News; El- 
liott M. Parker, connected with the Po- 
cahontas Fuel Co. at Newport News, 
and John F. Harper of Norfolk. 

Testimony About Steamers, 

It developed from the testimony of 
these men that the Quesada was for- 
merly the Norwegian steamer Gladstone 
and that she changed her colors after 
the war began. She sailed on a clear- 
ance, granted by Collector Hamilton, 
after she had been tied up for some time 
at Newport News and Norfolk. Her 
manifest stated that she was loaded 
with coal, but the Government sought 
to show that she also had provisions 
aboard. Testimony on this point was 
incomplete at adjournment. 

The steamer Thor was granted vieur- 
ance by Collector Hamilton after M. 
Intyre had sworn to her manifest. This 
simply detailed coal as her cargo and 
gave her destination. McIntyre said he 
was informed that her cargo was coal 
for Hasler Brothers, shipping agents. 
Later it developed that she had aboard 
$3700 worth of provisicns and stores paid 
for by the Hamburg-Amierican Line, 
which was admitted by counsel for the 
defendants. 

McIntyre said he had been daceived, 
and that the falsity of his oath was un 
witting. There was nothing to show 
that Hasler Brothers knew that she had 
stores ‘aboard. 

Collector Explains Course. 


Coilector Hamilton, asked if he would 
have. cleared her had her manifest de- 
tailed these stores and had he known 
she was bound for German ships at 
sea, replied: 

“I would -have denied clearance and 
instituted proceedings against her mas- 
ter fur taking a false oath. 

Collector Hamilton was asked by 
counsel for the defense if the British 
Vice Counsels at Norfolk and Newport 
News had not come to him witn their 
information and fears and suspicions, 
and demanded that he do what they

trom leaving port for German warships 
at sea. 

„There was no demand from the Brit- 
ish Vice Consul at Norfolk,” he re- 
plied. “There were some demands from 
the British Vice Consul at Newport 
News. I considered these impertinent,

State Department to Be Guided in 
Case Only by Broadest Policy. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Questions 
affecting the status of diplomatic and 
consular representatives of belligerent 
Governments in the United States will 
be determined by the State Depart- 
ment on broad grounds of policy with 
special reference to the maintenance of 
friendly relations with foreign Govern- 

ments.

RAISES FINE POTATOES 


Says to Be Prosperous It Is 
Necessary to Dig, and Do 
It Properly. 


YAZOO CITY, Miss., Nov. 25.~Wheth- 
er or not being a minister of the gos- 
pel has anything to do with a man's suc- 
cess in farming, B. S. Braswell of Pick- 
ens, Yazoo County, Miss., has brought 
some worn-out land, that the neighbors 
declared would produce nothing but peas 
and worthless weeds, to a state of culti- 
vation where he now can produce 300 
bushels of sweet potatoes per acre on 
every acre. 

More than that, he raises such a good 
grade of potatoes that he gets an extra 
price in the market for them. He, has 
been in the ministry for several years. 
Besides raising potatoes to sell on his 
small tract, he has plenty of plants each 
season to sell to neighbors who are not 
thoughtful enough to start their own 
hot beds. 


How He Does 
The hows and whys P re 


farming operations are told by him in 


: * following paragraphs: 


“With the use of $6.50 worth of fer- 
tilizer on just fairly good land, from 300 
to 350 bushels of potatoes can be produced 
per acre. I find that sweet potatoes can 
be raised in the South and housed at a 
cost of about 10 to 12 cents per bushel. 
I made as high as 300 bushels on somo 
of my land. I set out this year’s crop 
about the middle of June, using only 
20 pounds of cottonseed meal and 10) 
pounds of phosphate. : 

„Three years ago I began bedding for 
slips to sell to the public. From 6560 
bushels set out this year I sold 500,000 
plants; I will increase the plantings next 
spring. 


To Plant sweet Potatoes. 
„Next year I will plant 40 acres to 


sweet potatoes as all of my land has 
now been built up by scientific methods. 
From that 40 acres I am sure to get 
12,000 bushels of potatoes. I expect to 
raise the 12,000 bushels at a cost of 10 
cents a. bushel, which includes the hous- 
ing also. 

„ find that home-canning of potatoes, 
cabbage, cucumbers, and other vege- 
tables and also fruits, for home use 
only, is very profitable. It furnishes 
many luxuries in the farm home that 
we would not see or even smell if it 
were not for the home-canner and the 
gcod women. 

“Having been a minister for many

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 15.—The Vissische 
Zeitung contains a vivid account of an 
air raid by a French squadron of air- 
planes from the pen of a German doc- 
tor, who says: 

“I was at work in my room (in the 
top floor of a hotel), when I suddenly 
heard the sound of firing which grad- 
ually Came nearer and nearer. Ha! Ha! 
That’s an enemy aviator somewhere 
near and he’s getting a greeting from 
our anti-aircraft guns, but the short, 
sharp shots became more and more fre- 
quent and followed more closely one 
upon the other. And now tack—tack— 
tack the machine guns join in. What- 
ever is up? 

“I go to the window, which, being on 
the top story, gives me a view of a 
good stretch of sky. True enough there's 
the beggar already in sight. He hovers 
at a great height amidst a regular col- 
lection of white shrapnel clouds. But 
what’s this now? Here comes a second 
and a third. Yes, and a fourth and a 
fifth, More come up from the side, 
more and more. There’s a whole squad- 
ron over the town. I count 14, 16, 20-in 
a serried column they come flying up 
with regular intervals between the ma- 
chines, with an advanced guard and 
flank guards. Is it to be a regular at- 
tack? From down below blares a trum- 
pet. 
clear out of/ the streets and take ‘avia- 
tion cover.’ 

Flee From Streets. 

“The trumpet signal becomes more im- 
perative. In a twinkling the streets 
are clear, and it was high time, for 
already there is a ratthng on roofs and 
pavements. Shrapnel bullets are coming 
down. And now—and I shall never for- 
get it—a fearful horrible crash, or rather 
roar, like the foar of an animal. Those 
fellows in the air have dropped their 
first bomb. I begin to think that my 
room immediately under the roof is not 
altogether a suitable place in such cir- 
cumstances. 

“On the stairs I meet others of the 
same opinion. They are officers who 
had come from the front and had just 
lain down for a long unaccustomed but 
well-earned afternoon sleep and were 
cursing freely at this inconsiderate dis- 
turbance. As we go down the stairs 
the beast roars a second time. The 
next bomb had fallen. Then we hear in 
the voice of command, Take aviation 
cover.’ The group breaks up. I stand 
for a moment irresolute. I don’t know 
the ground. Then a young Captain 


with me, doctor, it’s no bravery to wait 
till a thing like that fall on your head.’

In Heroes’ Cellar. 

“That is the merry name for the shel- 
ters prearranged for such festive visits 
from the enemy. It is one of the new 
words to which the war has given birth.

And so we 
go down a narrow staircase leading into 
a little corner of the cellars under the 
house which, as I now find, is built on 
a very ancient foundation of extensive 
vaults.
